Environmental 
Link  to  Child 
Cancer  Cluster

Alter  seven  months  ol"  investigation, 
the  San  Francisco  Health  Dcparimenl  hav 
been  unable  to  linci  any  cn\  ironnienlal 
hazard  that  might  explain  the  cluster  of 
childhood  cancer  cases  reported  in 
bureka  and  Noe  valleys  from  1980  (o 
1985  (sec  Noe  ValU'V  Voice.  February 
I9S9  issue). 

At  a  sparsely  attended  public  meeting 
at  James  Lick  School  Aug.  3.  Health  De- 
partment epidemiologist  Dr  Duncan 
Saunders  announced  that  virtually  all  of 
the  potential  culprits — including  our 
water  supply  and  Sutro  Tower — have 
been  ruled  out.  suggesting  that  the  neigh- 
borhood's cancer  cluster  may  just  have 
been  a  statistical  aberration. 

The  one  possible  exception — air  emis- 
sions from  medical  research  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  San  Francisco  cam- 
pus— was  still  being  studied,  he  said, 
and  results  are  expected  later  this  month , 
Last  year,  in  response  to  concerns 
raised  by  parents  who  had  noticed  a  dis- 
proportionate number  of  children  with 
cancer  in  the  neighborhood.  Saunders 
conducted  a  study  of  cancer  cases  in  Noc 
and  Eureka  valleys,  and  two  other  city 
neighborhoods.  Between  1980  and  1985. 
14  cases  of  cancer  were  recorded  among 
Noe/Eureka  children  under  5  years  of 
age — more  than  double  the  number  ex- 
pected for  the  neighborhood's  population. 

After  1985.  the  ■cluster"  of  childhood 
cancer  cases  disappeared,  according  lo 
statistics  from  the  San  Francisco  Tumor 
Registry.  Only  one  case  in  children  under 
5  has  been  reported  in  Noe  and  Eureka 
valleys  from  1986  through  the  middle  of 
1988. 

Saunders  said  the  cause  of  the  high 
rales  in  1980-85  remained  unclear  The 
cluster  could  be  explained  as  a  simple 
statistical  variation — meaning  that  the 
differences  up  and  down  in  the  number 
t>f  cases  in  any  given  year  would  average 
out  over  lime.  Or  there  could  have  been 
an  underestimation  of  the  population  of

Arson  Suspected  in  $700,000  Duncan  Street  Fire

An  arsonist  started  the  June  .^0  fire  that 
engulfed  the  600  block  of  Duncan  Street 
(at  Newburg),  destroying  two  houses  and 
seriously  damaging  two  others. 

That's  the  finding  of  Inspector  Joseph 
Kennedy  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
partment's Arson  Task  Force,  But  last 
month  Kennedy  was  still  circulating  a 
composite  drawing  and  description  of  the 
suspect  that  had  been  furnished  by  two 
alert  Upper  Noe  residents.  And  no  arrests 
had  been  made. 

"There  is  no  question  but  that  It  was 
arson,"  Kennedy  said  following  his  initial 
investigation.  "The  suspect  was  seen 
going  into  the  building  and  seen  leaving." 

The  three-alarm  bla/e  began  at  4:50 
p.m.  In  the  vacant  house  at  655  Duncan 
owned  by  David  deLa  Cru/.  It  raged  for 
nearly  an  hour,  causing  $700,000  in  dam- 
age to  four  homes. 

The  Police  Department's  bulletin  de- 


scribes the  suspect  as  a  white  male  in  his 
20s.  about  5'9".  170  pounds,  with  a 
stocky  or  muscular  build  and  collar- 
length  dark  brown  hair.  He  was  wearing 
a  blue  beret,  blue  sweater,  and  light- 
colored  Chino  pants  when  he  was  sighted 
at  the  scene. 

On  the  afternoon  of  June  30.  Janel 
Kennedy  (no  relation  to  Inspector  Ken- 
nedy), a  member  of  the  Duncan-Newburg 
Association,  was  driving  by  in  her  car 
when  she  saw  a  man  "dashing  into  the 
house  lat  655  Duncan  St.  I  looking  behind 
him."  She  immediately  called  nearby  resi- 
dent Owen  Edward,  who  went  to  the  win- 
dow and  saw  the  suspect  run  down  the 
front  step  at  655  Duncan  and  cross  under 
his  (Edward's)  window. 

Janet  Kennedy  then  phoned  Evelyn 
Martin,  whose  house  had  been  broken 
into  last  May  by  a  nervy  burglar  who 
claimed  he  was  "looking  for  Tony"  (Noe 
Valley  Voice.  June  1989). 

"I  think  Tony's  back."  Kennedy  warned. 


Martin's  husband  went  to  the  window, 
saw  the  fire  that  had  just  begun,  and 
called  911.  Two  minutes  later,  the  first 
fire  truck  arrived. 

Deputy  Fire  Chief  Michael  Farrell  re- 
ported that  it  took  five  trucks.  II  engine 
companies  (including  the  three  in  Noe 
Valley),  and  close  to  100  firefighters  to 
subdue  the  bla/e.  "It  was  a  tough  fire. 
The  wind  was  really  kicking  up,"  he  said. 

All  the  residents  in  the  burned  houses 
have  had  to  find  other  living  quarters. 
Julie  Stevenson  and  Tom  Meyer,  who 
lived  next  door  at  653  Duncan,  were  In 
New  York  being  married  when  the  fire 
occurred.  They  returned,  surveyed  the 
damage,  and  left  tor  Europe  on  the  honey- 
moon they  had  planned. 

Del  Martin  and  Phyllis  Lyon,  of  651 
Duncan  St..  had  outside  damage  and  ex- 
tensive water  and  smoke  damage  inside.

children  living  in  the  neighborhood-  Or. 
thirdly,  the  children  could  have  con- 
tracted cancer  through  greater  exposure 
to  some  unknown  carcinogenic  substance. 

The  city's  research  tends  to  support 
the  hrst  explanation,  "although  we  would 
have  to  wall  a  couple  more  years  to  be 
sure."  Saunders  said. 

Since  its  Hrst  public  meeting  on  the 
cancer  cluster  in  Noc  Valley  in  January, 
the  Health  Department  has  tried  to  track 
down  and  interview  all  the  families  ot 
San  Francisco  children  diagnosed  with 
cancer  between  19HI  and  19S7.  In  com- 
paring the  locations  of  their  present  and 
previous  homes,  preschools.  day  care 
centers,  playgrounds,  parents'  occupa- 
tions and  job  sites,  researchers  could  find 
no  statistically  significant  commonalities. 

Bill  Lee.  of  the  Health  Department's 
Toxic  Control  Division,  also  was  unable 
10  make  any  links  between  the  higher 
than  normal  cancer  rate  and  potential  en- 
vironmental hazards  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. Measurements  of  microwaves  and 
other  radiation  around  Sutro  Tower  were 
found  to  be  at  a  level  that  was  less  than 
one  percent  of  maximum  national  safely 
standards,  he  reported. 

What's  more.  Noe  Valley's  drinking 
water  was  found  to  contain  fewer  tri- 
halomelhanes  (associated  with  liver 
cancer)  than  the  rest  of  the  city's.  Also, 
a  search  of  the  city's  permits  and  com- 
plaints files  failed  to  turn  up  any  hazard- 
ous substances  that  were  related  to  the 
cancer  cluster. 

Saunders  noted,  however,  that  health 
department  investigations  rarely  uncover 
specific  environmental  causes  for  cancer 
clusters.  But  he  added  that  he  feels  more 
confident  after  completing  the  study  that 
Noe  Valley  does  not  contain  any  special 
cancer-related  environmental  hazards. 

"1  have  friends  with  children  In  Noe 
Valley,  and  I  feel  much  more  comfortable 
than  before"  about  the  neighborhood's 
relative  cancer  risk. 

Further  epidemiological  research  is 
not  indicated,  although  the  city  will  con- 
tinue following  environmental  hazards  in 
general.  Saunders  said. 

The  one  remaining  environmental  con- 
cern, airborne  effluents  from  medical 
research  at  U.C.S.F.,  Is  the  subject 
of  studies  now  being  conducted  by  the 
university,  the  Health  Department,  and 
private  consultants,  with  a  report  due  In 
September, 
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John  Barry,  who  helped  organize  the 
Noe  Valley  meeting,  is  one  of  the  parents 
whose  concerns  led  to  the  discovery  of 
the  cancer  cluster  in  Noe  and  Eureka  val- 
leys— after  his  8-year-old  daughter, 
Louise,  was  diagnosed  with  leukemia. 
The  Barrys  live  in  the  Inner  Sunset,  but 
Louise  attends  school  In  Eureka  Valley 

Barry  says  he  is  satisfied  with  the 
Health  Department's  conclusion  that  no 
environmental  cause  of  cancer  could  be 
found  in  Noe  Valley.  He's  still  waiting  for 
the  return ;  on  U.C.S.F, .  however,  and  he 
voices  concern  about  the  university's 
willingness  to  be  accountable  to  its 
neighbors. 

"All  things  considered,  I'd  rather  live 
upwind  than  downwind  from  UC."  he 
says.  (The  campus  is  located  on  Parnas- 
sus Avenue  west  of  the  Haight-Ashbury 
neighborhood,) 

Barry  adds  that  his  daughter  Louise, 
now  10.  is  still  receiving  chemotherapy 
treatments,  but  thankfully  her  leukemia 
is  In  remission.  O

Douglass  School 
Refuses  to 
Trade  Name  for 
Harvey  Milk's

"U\  yonna  be  a  mess  on  ihc  first  day 
of  school."  laments  Frances  Winn,  whose 
two  sons  will  be  returning  to  Douglass 
School  as  fourth-graders  this  fall. 

The  school,  located  on  19th  Street  near 
Diamond,  celebrates  its  centennial  this 
year.  But  it's  also  the  center  of  a  con- 
troversy over  its  name. 

Proponents  of  gay  pride,  who  abound 
in  the  surrounding  Castro  District,  have 
since  last  spring  advocated  renaming 
Douglass  after  the  late  gay  supervisor 
Harvey  Milk.  Most  members  of  the  Parent- 
Faculty  Committee,  including  Winn, 
want  lo  keep  it  the  way  it  is.  The  struggle 
has  attracted  attention  in  the  gay  and 
straight  press,  and  has  had  accusations 
flying  left  and  right, 

"The  idea  of  naming  a  school  after 
Harvey  has  been  kicking  around  for  a 
while."  says  Tom  Ammiano,  a  gay  part- 
time  teacher  and  stand-up  comic. 

"I  had  wanted  to  make  a  presentation 
at  Douglass  to  talk  about  Harvey's  hfe. 
answering  questions  about  the  gay-lesbian 
history  of  the  neighborhood,"  Last 
March  his  proposal  was  ofhcially  re- 
jected by  (he  head  ot  the  Parent-Faculty 
Committee. 

There  is  a  high  degree  of  parent  par- 
ticipation at  Douglass,  which  admits  its 
clementary-ievel  students  only  through  a 
select  application  process.  The  school's 
parent-faculty  group  skeptically  invited 
Ammiano  to  address  them  last  April. 

"  He  came  with  a  woman  (Melinda 
Paras,  the  speakers  bureau  coordinator 
for  the  Community  L'nited  Against  Vio- 
lence 1,  and  Ihey  presented  to  us  their 
desire  to  have  a  school — they  had  no 
school  in  mind  yet — named  for  Harvey 
Milk."  reports  Wmn.  "We  listened  Co  him 
and  said,  'That  would  be  nice.*  Then  he 
said,  'How  about  this  school?'" 
"Douglass  School  came  to  mind  be-

cause  of  its  location  and  because  Harvey 
kept  il  open  during  the  time  that  |former 
school  superinlendeni  Robert]  Alioto 
wanted  to  close  all  the  little  neighbor- 
hood schools."  explains  Ammiano,  "Il 
all  .seemed  too  perfect,  and  as  it  turned 
out.  it  was  too  perfect,  because  there  was 
a  heavy  resistance." 

■■|t  was  a  mob-like  atmosphere,"  Paras 
recalls  about  the  remainder  of  the  meet- 
ing. "There  were  people  interrupting 
each  other,  and  emotions  were  running 
high.  .  .  Il  reflected  a  great  deal  of  hostil- 
ity and  fear  and  homophobia." 

Ammiano  and  Paras  believe  the  an- 
tagonism was  a  reaction  to  an  association 
between  the  school  and  Milk's  overtly 
gay  lifestyle. 

"The  deepest  recesses  of  homophobia 
in  our  society  have  to  do  with  the  re- 
lationship of  a  lesbian-gay  community 
and  children."  claims  Paras.  "I  don't 
think  that  it's  any  coincidence  why  the 
Briggs  initiative  (which  sought  to  ban 
gay  teachers]  was  able  to  generate  so 
much  power. . .  as  if  something  about  gay 
people  is  dangerous  to  children:  that 
they'll  molest  them,  that  they're  trying  to 
recruit  them,  that  they  can't  be  trusted 
with  them,  I  think  that's  why  there  was  a 
school  named  after  George  Moscone 
within  a  year  |of  his  and  Milk's  assassina- 
tion], and  there's  been  no  school  named 
after  Harvey,  even  after  10  years." 

Winn  counters  that.  "We  didn't  care 
who  the  name  change  was  for — Jose 
Canseco.  Mickey  Mouse,  or  Harvey 
Milk — il  didn't  matter,  we  didn't  want 
the  name  changed."  She  says  that  Am- 


miano and  Paras  were  told  about  the  im- 
portance of  "continuity"  of  the  school's 
history,  on  the  eve  of  its  centennial.  She 
herself  attended  Douglass  as  a  child 

"The  next  thing  we  knew,"  says  Winn, 
"there  was  an  article  out  in  one  of  the 
papers  |the  gay-oriented  Hoy  Area 
Reporter]  where  Ammiano  said  we  were 
a  hostile  group  of  parents  and  he  had  felt 
like  he  was  at  a  meeting  of  the  Harper 
Valley  PTA.  Everything  was  twisted 
around,  and  we  fell  very  cheated.  After 
that,  we  just  kept  quiet  and  waited,  and 
before  you  knew  it.  articles  were  popping 
up  in  all  these  newspapers,  and  we  diii 
have  to  say  something." 

On  May  19.  the  committee  sent  out  a 
press  release  objecting  to  the  charges  of 
homophobia  and  declaring  that.  "On  the 
contrary,  this  neighborhood  has  a  history 
of  tolerance.  That  is  one  of  the  reasons 
why  Harvey  and  thousands  of  other  gays 
have  made  their  homes  here,  not  as 
guests  but  as  newer  members  of  an  older 
community." 

The  press  release  also  decried  "those 
who  would  cxpKiit  Harvey's  memory  \o 
bolster  their  own  political  careers."  This 
was  an  apparent  reference  to  Anmiiano's 
past  campaigns  for  election  lo  the  school 
board.  Ammiano  claims.  "I  have  no  as- 
pirations." and  adds.  "If  you  discredit 
someone,  you're  trying  to  discredit  the 
issue." 

In  any  case.  Ammiano  received  no 
more  invitations  to  attend  c(mimittee 
meetings.  The  committee  instead  con- 
centrated on  gathering  support  for  oppo- 
sition to  the  name  change,  includini;  a 
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petition  bearing  the  name  of  Douglass 
Principal  Dolores  Nice,  which  was  sent 
lo  other  schools. 

According  to  Winn.  Nice  received  a 
letter  from  Superintendent  Ramon  Cor- 
tines  censoring  her  participation  in  the 
issue.  Cortines  himsell  received  numer- 
ous letters  Irom  both  sides. 

In  a  surprise  move,  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation decided  at  its  Aug.  8  meeting  lo 
name  a  new  preschool  center  at  841  HIlis 
St.  for  Harvey  Milk.

"Bui  in 
another  way  it  can't  sidestep  some  of  the 
attitudes  thai  were  expressed,  and  wc 
have  to  address  those  " 

The  board's  decision  failed  lo  com- 
pletely defuse  the  controversy.  In  an  Aug. 
16  article  in  the  Itulepeiuk'tu .  gay  teacher 
John  Stubbms  ridiculed  the  Douglass 
parents  for  not  knowing  the  origin  of 
their  school's  name. 

Winn  admits  that  it  had  been  widely 
assumed  to  be  a  tribute  to  either  Stephen 
or  Frederick  Douglas  until  artifacts  were 
discovered  this  June  connecting  the  name 
with  David  Douglass,  a  19th-ceniur\ 
general  who  is  also  memoriali/ed  by  a 
street  that  runs  through  the  Castro  and 
Noe  Valley.  (An  extra  "S"  was  added  to 
the  school  building's  logo  last  month.) 

At  this  point.  Winn  just  wants  to  be 
assured  that  the  issue  is  dead.  "Wc  asked 
the  principal  to  have  Mr.  Conines  write 
something  to  the  parents  so  that  on  the 
first  day  of  school  they  can  rest  assured. " 
she  says.  She  claims  that  the  name- 
change  advocates  have  threatened  to  raise 
the  issue  again  after  the  centennial  year, 
and  notes  that  the  controversy  has 
strained  relations  between  the  school  and 
nearby  gay  merchants. 

For  his  part.  Ammiano  hope>  that  "if 
the  pressure  is  off  them  around  renaming 
the  school,  perhaps  the  parents  will  be 
more  open."  He  wants  to  turn  everytine's 
attention  to  educating  children  aboul  the 
need  for  sensitivity  in  the  classroom  and 
on  the  blacktop. 

Paras  agrees.  "Kids  are  out  in  the  play- 
ground calling  each  other  faggot.'  They 
may  nol  know  exactly  what  that  means, 
but  Ihey  also  notice  what  kind  of  neigh- 
borhood their  schiKil  is  Uxated  in.  And

Paxton.  and  Fitzgerald  are 
among  the  hordes  of  apartment-hunters — 
mostly  young  people— who  have  de- 
scended on  Noe  Valley  in  recent  years, 
making  it  one  of  the  most  sought-after 
neighborhoods  in  the  city  They've  come 


Tips  for 
Apartment- 
Hunters 

Finding  an  apartment  can  be  frustrat- 
ing, even  demoralizing.  Here  are  a  few 
tips  on  how  to  land  the  perfect  place ...  or 
maybe  just  an  'okay"  place.  The  advice 
comes  courtesy  of  landlords,  rental 
agents,  realtors,  and  some  savvy 
apartment-dwellers. 

Allow  enough  time  to  hnd  an  apart- 
ment; start  at  least  45  days  before  you 
plan  to  move.  Renting  an  apartment  will 
probably  cost  somewhere  between  $5,000 
and  $10,000  a  year.  Such  big  expendi- 
tures deserve  careful  research. 

iO^  Use  every  available  resource.  Sign 
with  a  reputable  rental  agency.  Talk  to 
friends,  cruise  for  signs,  and  check  the 
newspaper  listings  and  bulletin  boards. 

o"  Learn  how  to  tell  a  hnd  from  a 
dump.  When  you  call  the  landlord  or 
manager,  ask  how  long  the  current  owner 
has  owned  the  building.  If  the  building 
has  changed  hands  recently  and  the  price 
for  the  unit  seems  low.  it's  probably  a 
dump.  If  the  price  is  low  and  it's  been  in 
the  same  hands  for  a  long  time,  it  may  be 
a  deal . 

Don't  be  afraid  to  offer  cash  on  the 
spot.  Also,  you  can  negotiate  for  better 
terms,  but  not  until  the  landlord  indicates 
that  he  or  she  wants  you  for  a  tenant. 
{Feel  free  to  bargain  on  everything  from 
the  actual  rent  to  paying  your  security 
deposit  in  installments.) 

Remember,  youre  selling  yourself 
as  a  tenant.  Get  a  haircut,  dress  nicely, 
wash  your  car.  And  bring  references. 
Landlords  arc  looking  for  people  who 
are  stable  and  easy  to  gel  along  with — 
and,  above  all.  for  people  who  are 'en- 
thusiastic about  moving  under  their  roof.

looking  for  a  sense  of  neighborhood, 
sunny  weather,  and  relatively  good  ac- 
cess to  transportation. 

In  the  process,  prices  have  risen  sub- 
stantially, low-  and  even  moderate-income 
renters  have  been  discouraged  from  mov- 
ing into  the  area,  and  the  profit  to 
be  made  on  rent-controlled  apartments 
has  tempted  landlords  to  evict  tonglime 
tenants. 

Exactly  Where  Is  Noe  Valley? 

Also,  the  geographical  definition  of 
Noe  Valley  has  been  stretched  substan- 
tially 

"If  a  landlord  wants  to  rent  a  unit  that's 
on  the  borderline  between  Glen  Park  and 
Noe  Valley,  what's  he  going  to  call  it?" 
asks  Robert  Viereck.  co-owner  of  the 
largest  rental  agency  in  San  Francisco. 
Community  Rentals.  "He's  going  to  call 
it  Noe  Valley.  It's  a  value  judgment  that 
Noe  Valley  is  nicer." 

Landlords  eager  to  cash  in  on  the 
popularity  of  the  neighborhood  have  ex- 
tended the  area's  boundaries  east  beyond 
Guerrero  Street  and  north  beyond  20lh  in 
order  to  attract  renters  who  would  nor- 
mally shy  away  from  the  Mission. 

One  enterprising  property  manager 
even  advertised  a  one-bedroom  apart- 
ment at  Dolores  and  15th  streets  as  "Noe 
Valley." 

"It's  a  commentary  on  how  desirable 
that  area  is,"  says  Viereck. 

Two-bedrooms  Up  to  $1,400 

Predictably,  the  popularity  of  the  area, 
along  with  a  general  rise  in  real  estate 
costs,  has  led  to  an  increase  in  rents. 
While  there  are  firm  stati.stics  for  Noe 
Valley  alone,  a  recent  report  on  Bay  Area 
rents  found  that  San  Francisco  prices 
jumped  considerably  in  the  six  months 
between  November  1988  and  April  1989. 

"San  Francisco  rents  grew  the  fastest, 
with  10  percent  increases  over  November 
levels  lor  one-bedroom  flats  and  over  16 
percent  for  two-bedroom  floor  plans," 
wrote  Ann  Jarvis,  author  of  the  bi-annual 
"Bay  Area  Apartment  Market  Report," 

Those  out  there  in  the  rental  trenches 
conhrm  the  statistics  and  say  that  Noe 
Valley  is  at  the  forefront  of  the  jump  m 
prices. 

"Prices  were  fairly  stable  for  two  or 
three  years."  observes  Community  Rentals' 
Viereck.  "Then  they  went  up  abruptly 
about  a  year  ago." 

And  the  price  rise  was  greatest  in  Noe 
Valley,  the  second  most  popular  neigh- 
borhood in  San  Francisco,  following  tony 
Pacific  Heights.  Viereck  .says. 

"There  was  definitely  an  increase 
citywide.  but  not  the  same  magnitude 
we're  seeing  in  Noe  Valley."

found  one-bedroom  and  studio  apart- 
ments running  from  a  rock  bottom  of 
$650  to  as  much  as  $1,000.  A  few  two- 
bedrotJms  start  around  $700  and  can  go 
as  high  as  $1,400. 

Newcomers  Asking  for  *No'  Valley 

Wiih  such  high  housing  costs,  who 
can  afford  to  move  into  the  neighbor- 
hood? 

"It's  mostly  young  people,"  says  Max 
Selva.  a  25-year  veteran  of  the  Noe  Val- 
ley real  estate  market.  Selva  says  that  up 
until  about  10  years  ago,  the  area  was 
mostly  home  to  working-class  families. 

Now.  he  says,  the  newcomers  are  di- 
vided between  young  affluent  couples 
looking  for  a  place  to  raise  children  and 
less  affluent  but  well-educated  young 
people  willing  to  share  an  apartment  in 
order  to  save  on  rent. 

"But  older  people,  working-class?" 
Selva  shakes  his  head.  "They're  totally 
ruled  out.  They  don't  even  consider  living 
here  " 

Also.  Selva  and  others  have  noticed 
that  the  neighborhood  attracts  recent  ar- 
rivals lo  the  city. 

"We  have  people  come  in  from  the 
East  Coast  and  say  they  want  to  rent  in 
'No'  Valley,"  says  Tom  Kelly  of  Commu- 
nity Rentals.  "These  people  can't  pro- 
nounce it,  but  they  want  to  live  there." 

One  Noe  Valley  apartmenl-dweller.  a 
43-year-old  freelance  computer  consul- 
tant, is  a  refugee  from  a  small  town  in 
Connecticut. 

"I've  been  here  two  years,  and  I  think 
the  rents  are  t)utrageous."  she  says, 
perched  on  the  bench  in  from  of  the 
Holey  Bagel  bakery  on  24th  Street.  "But 
I  love  Noe  Valley  because  it's  safe  " 

She  looked  at  other  neighborhoods  in 
the  city,  hoping  to  find  something  to 
match  her  former  residence  in  Connec- 
ticut— a  custom-designed  three-bedroom 
house  that  sat  on  IVi  acres  and  cost  only 
$7eH)  a  month. 

But  the  best  she  could  find  was  a 
r(K)my  one-bedroom  apartment  near 
Church  and  30th.  The  price?  $750. 

"It  only  bothers  me  when  I  think  about 
buying  a  house." 

*.\  Prisoner  in  My  Own  House* 

As  rents  rise  around  them.  Noe  Valley 
residents,  two-thirds  of  whom  are  rent- 
ers, find  themselves  trapped  in  their  own 
apartments,  unable  to  afford  a  market- 
rate  unit.  That  has  been  one  of  the  effects 
of  the  city's  1979  rent  control  law.  which 
limits  annual  rent  increases  to  between  4 
and  7  percent,  but  allows  landlords  to 
raise  the  rent  any  amount  once  an  apart- 
ment has  been  vacated. 

Especially  in  the  last  year,  the  cost  of 
rent-controlled  apartments — and  the 
wages  of  the  people  who  live  in  them — 
have  not  kepi  pace  with  the  market  rents. 

"I'm  a  prisoner  in  my  own  house." 


Noe,  Who  Needs  It! 

Not  everyone  wants  to  live  in  Noc  Val- 
ley. Here  are  some  rea.sons  why, 

itzr  "It's  too  yuppie.  A  charming  area, 
but  I  wouldn't  want  to  move  back."  says 
Dennis  Babb.

says  Miriam  Blaustein.  a  longtime  neigh- 
borhood activist  who  has  lived  in  Noe 
Valley  for  19  years. 

"If  I  moved.  I'd  have  to  leave  the  city. 
I  could  never  afford  to  gel  a  similar  apart- 
ment."" 

Nevertheless,  Blaustein  considers  her- 
self lucky:  she's  content  to  stay  in  her 
Army  Street  apartment.  But  she  feels 
sorry  for  people  who  must  leave  their 
rent-controlled  dwellings — particularly 
elderly  people  on  hxed  inct>mes.  They 
have  little  chance  of  finding  affordable 
housing  m  the  city. 

Tenant  advocates  say  the  way  lo  reme- 
dy this  situation  is  to  impose  controls  on 
vacated  apartments.  But  vacancy  control 
measures  have  a  tough  time  politically, 
and  are  always  subject  to  fierce  opposi- 
tion from  landlord  and  real  estate  groups. 

Two  years  ago.  voters  turned  down  a 
vacancy  control  initiative,  and  before  that 
Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  vetoed  two  simi- 
lar proposals. 

Two  months  ago.  in  July.  Mayor  Art 
Agnos  and  Supervi.sor  Harry  Britt  tried 
again,  this  time  introducing  a  moderate 
vacancy  control  package  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  legislation,  which  calls 
for  limiting  increases  on  vacated  apart- 
ments to  20  percent,  was  the  product  of 
more  than  a  year  of  backroom  negotia- 
tions and  lobbying  between  tenant  advo- 
cates, the  mayor,  and  real  estate  interests. 
It  therefore  stands  a  better  chance  of 
passage  than  prior  vacancy  contnil  mea- 
sures. 

But  the  bill  is  by  no  means  a  shoo-in. 
Even  though  over  200  people  turned  out, 
a  July  27  meeting  of  the  boards  Land 
Use  Committee  to  consider  the  measure 
was  cancelled  for  lack  ot  a  quorum 
(Supervisor  Wendy  Nelder  didn't  show 
up).  So  far.  the  hearing  has  not  been 
rescheduled,  □

On  an  aflcrnoon  in  late  June,  ihe  Noe 
Valley  Ministry  staged  what  amounted  to 
a  revival  meeting  in  an  aged,  somber 
chamber  at  City  Hall. 

With  dozens  of  Noe  Valley  supporters 
on  hand.  Ihe  church  demonstrated.  lo  the 
satislaclion  of  the  city's  Planning  Com- 
mission, its  right  to  maintain  a  panoply 
of  community-serving  and  humanistic 
activities  at  lis  1021  Sanchez  Si.  address. 

Over  the  past  decade,  the  Ministry, 
officially  a  Presbyterian  church,  has  built 
up  a  round-lhe-clock  calendar  of  meet- 
ings, art.  music,  and  theater  presenta- 
tions, human  potential  and  exercise  pro- 
grams, and  other  events  not  connected 
with  the  building  s  religious  function. 
The  church  also  houses  (but  is  unafhli- 
alcd  with)  a  nursery  school,  a  seniors 
program,  and  Ihe  ofhcesofTradeswomen. 
Inc.  and  Ihe  Nov  Valtev  Voice. 

Bui  earlier  this  year,  the  Ministry  was 
informed  thai  it  would  not  be  granted  a 
permit  to  improve  the  downstairs  kitchen — 
tor  which  city  money  had  already  been 
earmarked — until  ii  applied  to  the  Plan- 
ning Department  for  special  status  as  a 
community  center. 

Pastor  Carl  Smith  was  outraged  with 
the  demand  that  he  obtain  permission  for 
whal  he  was  already  doing,  bul  he  de- 
cided lo  play  ball  anyway.  He  submitted 
Ihe  church's  application  for  a  conditional 
use  permit  and  geared  up  for  a  June  2X 
hearing  before  the  Planning  Commission. 

Wiih  the  participation  of  the  deacons 
of  the  church.  Smith  gathered  2.417  sig- 
natures, many  times  the  number  in  his 
small  congregation,  on  a  petition  sup- 
porting the  Ministry.

"Support  also  came  forth  in  terms  of 
letters."  said  Smith,  "both  from  (irgani- 
/ations  like  the  Friends  of  Noe  Valley, 
.the  Bast  and  West  of  Casiro  Club,  the 
Noe  Valley  Merchants  and  Pa)fessionaIs, 
and  the  Upper  Noe  Neighbors,  and  from 
individual  merehanis." 

Of  the  many  letters  sent  to  the  commis- 
sion, only  five  were  negative,  and  "two 
of  tht)se  were  very  helplul  to  us."  Smith 
added,  "They  had  to  do  with  noise  gener- 
ated by  people  leaving  Ihe  building  at 
nighi.  and  we've  taken  several  steps  to 
deal  with  that." 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  hearing, 
Friends  of  Noe  Valley  member  Jean 
Amos  was  among  the  convoy  of  earpool- 
ers  departing  from  the  neighborhcmd  to 
descend  on  the  center  of  government. 
"Only  one  of  Ihe  other  people  m  (he  car 
had  ever  been  to  Cily  Hall."  Amos  re- 
called. "Each  person  had  been  given  a 
couple  of  two-colored  ribbons  lo  put 
around  their  upper  arm." 

When  Amos'  carload  arrived  at  Ihe

hearing  room,  they  found  it  blossoming 
with  grey  and  maroon  ribbons.  A  com- 
missioner inquired  of  the  audience  how 
many  were  in  favor  of  the  Ministry, 
"Practically  every  hand  in  the  room  went 
up,"  said  Amos.  "It  was  spectacular. 
Even  it  there  had  been  people  against  it. 
they  wouldn't  have  pui  their  hand  up." 

There  followed  some  carefully  planned 
presentations  about  various  of  the  Minis- 
try's good  works. 

"It  was  very  well  thought  out."  Amos 
said,  "and  it  spared  Ihe  commission  an 
agonizingly  long  selection  of  speakers. 
Nobody  was  obnoxious  or  ridiculous. . . 
from  a  90-year-old  woman  who  lives  on 
Castro  all  the  way  to  a  couple  of  kids." 
There  was  even  a  next-door  neighbor  lo 
certify  his  lack  of  annoyance  with  the 
busy  building. 

The  commissioners,  who  received 
flowers  from  one  of  the  speakers,  were 
apparently  overwhelmed  with  the  show- 
ing. Zoning  administrator  Bob  Passmore 


advised  the  conimtssion  to  approve  the 
application,  with  the  proviso  that  late- 
night  activity  be  restricted  (as  it  has  been). 

"As  I  remember,  the  commission's  vote 
was  unanimously  m  favor  of  the  permit." 
Amos  said.  'Those  guys  were  in  danger 
of  being  kissed  or  hugged,  we  were  so 
happy" 

The  commission  had  to  go  into  recess 
to  allow  the  ebullient  mob  to  exit,  but 
once  outside  Ihe  hearing  room  the  neigh- 
bors could  noi  contain  themselves,  "You 
could  probably  hear  it  all  around  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  City  Hall,"  attested  Amos. 
"Everyone  was  so  glad  that  the  crisis  had 
been  averted  " 

Unft)riunately.  the  bureaucracy  has 
been  slow  to  respond  to  the  church's  re- 
modeling needs,  despite  the  granting  ot 
the  conditional  use  permil  In  late  July, 
contractors  were  still  bound  in  red  tape, 
awaiting  building  permits  to  proceed  with 
work  on  the  Ministry's  front  itfhce  and 
kitchen,  where  food  is  prepared  for  the 
seniors  lunch  program. 

Neverlhele.ss.  Smith  had  tentatively 
scheduled  an  open  house  for  Oct.  I  to 
celebrate  Ihe  victory  and  to  assure  close- 
by  neighbors  that  the  Ministry  would  re- 
main sensitive  to  their  concerns. 

"It  wasn't  something  we  chose  to  be 
involved  with,"  Smith  said  retrospec- 
tively. "But  it  helped  clarity  who  we  are 
and  what  the  community  thinks  of  us."

In  another  action  a  couple  of  weeks 
later  Fast  &  West  members  rallied  be- 
hind' residents  of  the  1000  block  of 
Church  Street,  where  a  thrcc-story  resi- 
dential building  was  set  to  go  up  ( 1020 
Church  St.).  The  club  wrote  a  Ictlcrlo 
the  city  Planning  Commission  staling 
that  such  a  building  at  that  location  (a 
steep  incline  where  all  the  neighboring 
houses  are  one-unit  buildings)  would 
"look  like  the  tower  on  Twin  Peaks."  No- 
biidy.  the  letter  argued,  wanted  lo  have 
the  ".smal  I  town  look  of  the  area  "  Manhat- 
tanized"  by  a  three-story  house." 

The  Planning  Commission  agreed,  and 
the  proposal,  said  Fred  in  his  inimitable 
style,  was  "simmered  down."  The  new 
structure  will  be  no  higher  than  the  house 
next  to  it.  and  will  contain  two  units  with 
five  bedrooms  ami  two  parking  spaces. 

Dun  can -New  burgers  Play  Architect 

The  Duncan-Ncwburg  Association  is 
a  neighborhood  group  w  ith  a  name  based 
on  iwo  relatively  unknown  Noe  Valley 
streets.  But  the  fact  is  this  group  exists 
right  in  the  heart  of  Noe  Valley — its 
boundaries  are  27th  Street  on  ihe  north, 
28th  Street  on  the  south.  Noe  on  the  east 
and  Douglass  on  (he  west  (with  Duncan 
and  Newburg  tucked  inside). 

Its  members,  taken  collectively,  are 
much  like  a  small  bul  ferocious  terrier 
who  won't  let  go  of  a  bone.  They  have 
stood  their  ground  tor  years  (five  to  be 
exact)  in  a  struggle  to  prevent  an  un- 
wanted development  on  Newburg  Street. 

Last  month  they  hnally  signed  an  agree- 
ment with  developer  Tom  Birmingham 
that,  according  to  longtime  member  Janet 
Kennedy,  is  "a  really  good  one,  as  far 
as  the  majority  of  those  who  voted  is 
concerned." 

The  original  plans  called  for  six  units. 
With  the  biggest  being  ^.^00  square  feet. 
The  new  plans  have  been  scaled  down  to 
three  units,  with  the  largest  measuring 
2.210  square  feet.  In  addition.  Kennedy 
says,  residents  will  have  a  say  in  deciding 
upon  the  hnishing  materials  for  the  struc- 
ture, and  Birmingham  has  agreed  to  their 
requests  tor  special  landscaping. 

But  ihe  four  dissenting  voters  in  this 
seemingly  endless  drama  (the  vole  was  X 
lo  4)  disagreed  so  strongly  with  the  agree- 
ment that  they  asked  for  a  continuation 
on  the  hearing  scheduled  by  the  Planning 
Commission.  Their  request  was  granted,

Within  Ihc  walls  of  Bcthyny  Church  at 
Clipper  and  Sanchez  streets,  a  group  ot 
three  women  and  one  man  arc  carryini; 
on  the  ancient  art  of  tapestr>'  weaving. 

Phoebe  McAfee.  Tricia  Goldherjz. 
Constance  Hunt,  and  Rudi  Richardson 
share  the  same  passion  for  a  traditional 
method  of  weaving  known  as  the  Aubus- 
son  technique  (named  after  the  French 
town  where  it  originated)- 

All  veterans  of  the  San  Francisco 
lapestr)  Workshop— which  for  five 
years  was  Icjcaied  at  the  corner  of  Chatta- 
nooga and  2.'*rd  streets— the  Itiur  weav- 
ers studied  under  Jean-Pierre  Laroehcttc. 
Larochelte.  a  former  San  Francisco  State 
weaving  teacher,  founded  the  workshop 
in  197S  and  offered  traniing  (o  literally 
hundreds  of  aspiring  weavers. 

Laroehcttc  and  the  workshop  moved 
to  Berkeley  m  iyX3.  but  the  Noc  Valley 
contingent  remained,  and  since  then  they 
have  offered  one  another  encouragement 
and  support  through  the  long  and  often 
solitary  pn)cess  of  weaving  a  tapestry — 
which  can  take  anywhere  from  a  few 
months  to  two  years. 

"  When  one  of  us  is  starling  a  new 
piece."  says  Hunt,  who  lives  above  the 
cliurch  where  she  is  employed  ;is  the 


building  manager,  "we  throw  a  potluck 
dinner  party  and  socialize  as  we  warp  the 
loom. 

The  same  goes  when  someone  com- 
pletes a  piece — we  call  this  one  Ihc  'cut- 
tmg  oU"  party,  because  each  of  us  takes 
a  pair  of  scissors  and  cuts  away  at  the 
hanging  threads  on  the  back  of  the  piece." 

This  moment,  notes  Hunt,  is  particu- 
larly exciting  because  it  is  the  hrsi  time 
weavers  and  friends  see  the  completed 
tapestry. 

Although  McAfee.  Goldberg.  Hunt, 
and  Richardson  all  adhere  to  the  Aubus- 
son  technique,  which  uses  mostly  wool 
threads  to  create  a  Hat  woven  design  or 
picture,  they  always  apply  theirown  mter- 
prelaticm  to  a  piece. 

Each  weaver  interlocks  the  warp  (verti- 
cal cotton  threads  (hat  serve  as  the 
"canvas"*  for  the  picture)  with  the  weft 
(horizontal,  colored  woolen  threads  thai 
make  up  the  picture)  in  his  or  her  unique 
fashion.  Designs  are  based  on  precon- 
ceived carttJons  or  line  drawings,  ren- 
dered on  paper  patterns,  which  are  cut 
out  and  sewn  directly  onto  the  canvas. 

Since  the  weaving  is  done  iVnni  the 
back  and  progressively  rolled  around  the 
front  beam  of  the  loom  (at  Bethany,  the

looms  are  IniTn  six  lo  ciylit  feci  wide), 
the  weaver  can"!  see  more  than  one  square 
toot  of  the  lapcMry  at  a  time.  Only  when 
the  piece — usually  three  lo  lour  square 
yards  in  si/c — is  completed,  can  the  art- 
ist view  the  entire  picture. 

McAfee  and  Richardson  work  exclu- 
sively from  the  designs  of  painter  Mark 
Adams,  who  has  heen  commissioning 
their  work  for  many  years.  Mo.si  of 
Adams'  designs  use  garden  imagery — 
from  single  lotuses  to  abundant  Horal  col- 
lections— usually  done  in  high-contrast 
colors. 

Hum  and  Gtildberg  work  from  their 
own  designs  in  addition  to  doing  citni- 
missioned  work.  Hunt  uses  symbolic 
imager>  that  focuses  on  "an  image  within 
an  image  within  an  image. "  and  many  of 
her  pieces  include  people.  Goldberg  does 
everything  trom  "precise  representations 
Irom  phoitigraphs"  (she  recently  did  a 
picture  of  a  Southwest  Indian  cave)  to 
ahstracls. 

In-between  holding  "support  group" 
sessions  and  spending  timeless  days  at 
ihc  loom.  Hunt  and  Goldberg  also  con- 
tribute lo  a  quarterly  newsletter.  Topcsliy 
Weavers  Wcsi,  which  was  started  in  1^85 
for  the  benefit  of  Bay  Area  weavers  and 
is  now  distributed  throughout  the  West 
Coast. 

While  the  Bethany  weavers  swear  by 
the  Aubusson  technique,  (wo  other  Noc 
Valley  weavers,  working  independently 
out  of  their  home  studios,  are  creating 
more  contemporary  tapestries  based  on 
other  techniques.

Newburg  Street  resident  Janet  Ken- 
nedy utilizes  a  technique  learned  from 
her  Swedish  teacher  Helena  Hcrnmarck, 
This  technique  is  similar  to  Aubusson. 
but  aims  to  create  a  textured  look  rather 
than  the  traditional  tlal  weave.  In  addi- 
tion. Kennedy  works  from  a  photograph 
rather  than  a  cartoon  or  drawing,  and

layering,  pleating,  and  applied  colors  to  create  what  the  artist  refers  to  as  "woven  paintings. " 


interweaves  shiny  cotton  or  rayon  in  with 
the  wool. 

"The  idea  is  to  create  pieces  that  are 
as  real  as  photographs."  she  says.  Ken- 
nedy adds  that  her  tapestries  are  "faster 

10  weave  and  coarser  than  traditional 
French  tapestry."  And  she  likes  "to  play 
w  ith  light  and  shadow"  in  her  designs. 

In  order  to  create  her  large-scale 
(sometimes  as  much  as  33  feet  long  and 

11  tcci  wide)  three-dimensional  pieces, 
which  up  close  are  a  blurot  heav  y  texture 
and  masses  of  ct)lor.  Kennedy  must  con- 
stantly peer  at  her  work  through  the  back 
end  of  a  monocular  that  allows  her  to  see 
what  the  piece  will  look  like  from  a  dis- 
tance. She  generally  works  an  average  of 
10  hours  a  day  and  from  four  to  six 
months  on  a  project. 

Since  the  completion  of  her  appren- 
ticeship eight  years  ago,  Kennedy,  with 
(he  aid  of  her  assistant  Iseult  Caulheld. 
has  woven  more  than  20  pieces  and  is 
currently  in  [he  process  ot  completmg 
two  more  that  are  destined  to  hang  in  the 
newly  built  Marriott  Hotel  in  Washing- 
tt>n.  D.C.  Kennedy  does  mostly  commis- 
sitmed  wtirks  for  large  public  spaces,  but 
says  she  is  also  "aching  to  experiment 
with  a  tnend's  paintings  and  with  my 
own  watercolors," 

Although  her  tapestries  are  woven  for 
the  same  non-functional  purpose — to  be 
hung  on  a  wall — the  pieces  by  20th  Street 
resident  Janice  Sullivan  arc  a  larcrv  from 
the  medieval  tapestries  of  Aubusson. 

"My  work."  Sullivan  freely  admits,  "is 
way  at  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum  ll 
is  compleiei)  non-tradilional." 

Sullivan,  who  studied  with  Dorian 
Zachai  at  Boston  University,  describes 


her  creations  as  "completely  abstract, 
consisting  of  colors,  geometric  shapes 
and  lorms  " 

Traditional  tapestries  depict  images, 
but  Sullivan  uses  the  whole  fabric  as  her 
medium.  "The  lahnc  is  Ihc  art."  she  says. 

On  Sullivan's  five-foot  loom,  special 
harnesses  can  create  patterns,  whereas 
on  traditional  looms,  "only  the  weavers" 
hands  can  do  that  job."  she  says. 

"I  create  mulli-patterned  weaves, 
layering  and  pleating.  1  also  do  hand- 
painting  directly  onto  the  labric."  she 
notes.  "My  fabrics  are  vehicles  that 
transport  the  viewer  through  lime.  Are 
they  artifacts  of  an  ancient  age  or  rem- 
nants of  a  future  generation  we  have  not 
yet  discovered'.'  These  questions  can  only 
be  answered  by  the  imagination  of  the 
viewer." 

Can  a  modern-day  weaver  make  a  liv- 
ing at  his  or  her  craft?  That  depends. 
Tapestries  are  usually  sold  by  the  square 
tool,  and  w  ithin  our  small  group  i>f  weav- 
ers, charges  range  t  rom  $200  to  $1,700  a 
square  ftiot.  Since  it  can  take  from  two 
weeks  to  two  months  to  coniplcle  a 
square  foot — depending  on  many  fac- 
tors, such  as  the  technique  used  and  the 
number  of  hours  worked  each  day — it  s 
hard  to  say  whether  someone  can  weave 
their  way  lo  a  full-time  career. 

But  like  most  people  with  a  passion, 
(he  weavers  in  ihis  story  seemdeternfined 
to  pursue  their  craft,  whether  working  at 
other  jobs  or  not. 

"We  may  die  struggling  for  recognition," 
says  Kennedy,  who  has  in  the  past  done 
a  fair  amount  of  secretarial  work,  "but 
our  tapestries  w  ill  be  here  centuries  from 
now  to  tell  of  what  we  have  done."  □

The  Noe  Valley  Ktirt-  ■  September 
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Murphy  Stands  Up  on  Her  Own 
and  She's  Still  Making  'em  Laugh

Not  only  is  comedian  Sue  Murphy  gel- 
ling work  all  over  (he  Bay  Area,  she's 
even  getting  her  own  groupies. 

The  Guerrero  Street  resident  recalls 
being  approached  by  a  brighl-eyed  tan 
after  a  recent  sht)wcasc  at  Cobb's  Com- 
edy Club  in  the  Cannery. 

"He  was  someplace  between  10  and  22 
years  old."  recounts  Murphy,  who's 
someplace  in  her  <mn  thirties.  "He  said. 
"I've  seen  you  10  or  12  times.'  It  was  so 
nice!  But  I  thought,  now  that  youve 
talked  to  me.  are  you  disappointed?" 

Most  likely,  the  young  swain  was  both 
charmed  and  entertained.  Murphy  is  a 
crackly  monologuist.  onstage  and  off. 
who  would  probably  rather  talk  about 
sporls  than  about  her  career.  She  was 
raised  as  a  Giants  tan  in  Menlo  Park  and 
still  cherishes  a  childh(U)d  memory,  pre- 
served in  a  I9f)2  photo,  of  herself  with 
mill  and  cap  seated  next  to  the  great 
Willy  Mays. 

Evolving  to  a  lanky  5-fool-9.  Murphy 
probably  could  have  been  a  professional 
aihleie.  but  she  instead  studied  theater  in 
high  school  and  at  UC.  Davis.  Her  size 
and  brassy  speaking  voice  got  her  cast  in 
"Lily  Tomlinish  roles,"  she  says. 

After  completing  her  schooling  and  a 
stint  in  Europe.  Murphy  settled  down  to 
day  lobs  in  San  Francisco  followed  by 
evenings  at  the  Eureka  Theatre,  located 
in  the  early  'XOs  in  a  church  at  16th  and 
Noe  streets.  She  inherited  her  Guerrero 
Street  pad  from  a  playwright  and  met  her 
future  comedy  partner.  Dan  St.  Paul,  in 
the  cast  of  the  Eureka's  production  of 
Son^  of  a  Noma  J  Flute, 

"li  was  a  very  serious  ancient  Chinese 
drama,  born  out  of  a  group  effort."  Mur- 
phy says  about  the  play.  "Dan  asked  me 
it  I  wanted  to  do  coniedv  because  wc 


were  goofing  around  a  lot  backstage." 

Murphy  agreed  to  observe  an  evening 
ol  open  mike  comedy  at  the  Other  Cafe 
in  the  Haight-Ashbury,  "I  watched  ii  and 
went,  this  doesn't  look  too  hard."  she 
say.s.  "But  I  had  a  commitment  to  do 
Winter  I'hty  at  the  Magic  Theatre.  While 
I  was  doing  that  show.  Dan  was  writing 
material  for  the  future  team  of  Murphy/ 
St.  Paul.  And  I  was  also  working  at  Com- 
putcrland.  in  the  corporate  offices  in 
Oakland.  So  Dan  and  I  had  to  work  on 
the  materia!  between  day  jobs  and  theater 
rehearsals." 

The  pair  hnally  look  to  the  stage  at  the 
historic  Holy  City  Zoo  in  1981.  "We  were 
disgusting  in  the  beginning."  laughs  Mur- 
phy. "Wc  were  blue  and  sexist,  and  I 
thank  God  no  one  made  any  videotapes. 
But  I  think  that  when  you're  hrst  starting 
out.  il'.s  easy  to  get  a  laugh  being  rude. 
You  don't  know  any  belter,  and  it's  hard 
to  be  yourself  on  stage." 

Over  the  six  years  of  their  existence  as 
a  team.  Murphy/St,  Paul  smoothed  and 
polished  their  act  to  become  a  Cole  Por- 
terish  representation  of  the  "KOs  battle  of 
the  sexes.  They  got  booked  in  clubs  all 
over  the  Bay  Area  and  were  constant  in- 
vitees to  comedy  festivals  and  show- 
cases. Murphy  also  became  a  regular 
guest  on  Alex  Bennett's  morning  radio 
show.  bi>th  alone  and  as  part  of  the  infor- 
mal All-Gal  Radio  team  (with  Sue  Healy 
and  Linda  Hill),  which  made  hilarious 
havoc  out  of  Bennett's  simulated  sexism. 

Toward  the  end  of  1987,  the  stand-up 
relationship  between  Murphy  and  St. 
Paul  began  to  get  a  bit  wobbly, 

"We  were  going  in  separate  directions 
in  what  we  wanted  to  do  creatively,  so  we 
were  pulling  at  each  other  on  stage."  re- 
Murphy.  "1  wanted  to  improvise 
mt)re.  and  I  think  Dan  was  leaning  more 
toward  TV.  which  is  squeak\  clean  "

Not  unexpectedly,  St.  Paul  relocated 
to  Los  Angeles,  where  he  got  married  a 
tew  months  later. 

"I  won't  say  it  wasn't  dilHcult.  because 
we  were  splitting  up  a  six-year  relation- 
ship where  we  were  intertwined  profes- 
sionally and  Hnancially,"  admits  Murphy- 
"We  were  never  anything  but  business 
partners  and  triends.  so  we  didn't  have  to 
deal  with  some  romance  thing,  thank 
God!  But  it  was  a  divorce  in  all  other 
ways." 

In  Januarj  ol  198H.  the  comically 
single  Murphy  began  working  on  her 
own.  "going  to  open  mikes  all  over  again 
and  being  absolutely  lerrilicd."  Buoyed 
by  the  support  of  Bennett,  her  fellow 
comedians,  and  many  former  Murphy 'St, 
Paul  fans,  she  discovered  she  could  be 
comfortable  on  stage  just  being  herself. 

Murphy's  casually  elegant  appearance 
was  a  relief  from  the  /any.  androgynous 
look  cultivated  by  many  female  stand-up 
comics.  Slacks  and  pullover  accentuated 
her  lithe  frame,  and  her  well-moussed 
hair  allowed  her  to  bond  with  other 
"Pouffy-Do's"  in  the  audience. 

What's  nK)re.  her  spurts  kntiw-how 


helped  her  reach  the  male  "Beef-Masters" 
among  her  fans.  Judges  of  both  sexes 
gave  Murphy  an  impressive  sixih  place  In 
last  year's  San  Francisco  International 
Stand-up  Comedy  Competition, 

Radio  and  lelevision  commercials  have 
contmucd  to  supplement  Murphy's  in- 
come. So  far  this  year,  she  has  appeared 
in  ads  for  McDonald's  and  Toyota,  and  in 
Coca  Cola's  ihrce-dinicnsiDnal  Super 
Bowl  half-time  extravagan/a.  She  was 
also  the  voice  of  Lalara.  one  of 
Lucastilm's  animated  Ewoks, 

But  herconhdence  and  talent  arc  most 
evident  in  her  headlining  sets  at  the 
Punch  Lme.  Cobb's,  the  Improv.  and  a 
batch  of  other  top  comedy  clubs  here  and 
across  the  counlr\.  Her  material  is  acces- 
sible and  friendly,  something  like  table 
talk,  with  mentions  of  her  devotion  to  the 
Boston  Celtics  ("1  guess  I  jusi  like  butt- 
ugly  white  guys  ■).  her  affection  lor  vibra- 
ting beepers  C'jusi  situate  it  correctly  and 
call  yttursclf  over  and  over  and  t>ver 
again"),  and  her  ihirtv-sonietlimg  syn- 
drome ("1  don't  want  to  be  "Ma'am"  yet").

Raccoons  Vve  Known  and  Loved 

An  III ust rated  History  by  Florence  Holuh 

There  are  wild  animals  in  the  woods  of  Idaho  where  I  come  from  and  in  the 
Hasl  Bay  hills  where  my  man  Leo  grew  up.  but  neither  of  us  ever  expected  lo 
encounter  any  in  meiropolitan  San  Francisco.  When  we  moved  to  our  brown 
shingle  house  on  2 1  si  Street  in  I95S,  we  inimedialcty  cleared  a  space  in  (he  large  rear 
yard  and  planted  lomatoes.  We  tended  ihein  with  care,  but  as  each  Iruil  ripened  to 
juicy  orange,  it  disappeared  during  the  night.  For  all  our  efforts,  we  obtained  not  one 
tomato,  and  we  could  not  imagine  who  did. 

We  were  aware,  however,  that  something  was  nnwing  around  in  our  garden  at 
night,  because  each  morning  the  tmy  plants  that  crept  over  the  walk  had  been  neatly 
folded  back  as  if  moved  by  someone  lo  uncover  something.  And  Leo  fell  that  he  was 
being  watched  through  the  basement  window  as  he  worked  there  at  night. 

Our  next  door  neighbor  Helen  was  also  perplexed.  To  provide  her  plants  with 
calcium,  she  watered  them  with  water  from  a  gallon  jar  on  her  back  porch  in  which 
she  had  soaked  egg  shells.  Each  morning  she  noted  that  the  jar  lid  had  been  unscrewed 
and  that  her  cats  were  very  nervous.  We  rationalized  that  only  a  creature  with  hands 
could  turn  a  bottle  lid — paws  or  claws  wouldn't  do  it. 

Our  family  was  too  busy  getting  the  house  in  order,  however,  to  give  the  puzzle 
further  thought.  But  one  evening  as  we  painted  the  upstairs  bathroom,  my  son  in- 
formed me  that  something  was  peeking  in  the  window.  Then  he  added  in  alarm. 
"There  it  goes  again!  ' 

In  disbelief  I  put  down  the  paint  roller  and  looked  out  around  the  window  casing — 
directly  into  the  masked  faces  of  a  pair  of  raccoons.  We  excitedly  awakened  the  other 
family  members,  who  jumped  out  of  bed  and  climbed  onto  the  roof  to  see  tor  them- 
selves. At  our  approach,  the  raccoons,  who  until  then  had  been  so  silent  and  inquisi- 
tive, began  to  hiss  angrily — so  we  let  them  be. 

Not  long  after  this,  another  neighbor  related  to  us  what  he  look  to  be  quite  a 
strange  occurrence.  He  had  clipped  the  roots  of  the  thick  mattress  vine  that  was 
strangling  his  pine  tree,  and  as  he  pulled  down  the  tangled  mass  above,  he  was  show- 
ered with  a  cascade  of  egg  shells.  Helen's  mystery  was  thus  .solved,  for  raccoons,  we 
realized,  are  quite  able  to  unscrew  lids — their  dexterous  fingers  actually  resemble 
those  of  humans.  As  if  to  prove  this,  one  night  as  we  slept,  our  nocturnal  Inends  lett 
their  perfect  little  handprints  all  over  the  plastic  couch  cover  on  our  deck. 

Raccoons  generally  make  their  nests  in 
hollow  trees  or  thick  bushes,  any  place  that 
is  safe  during  the  day  w  hen  they  sleep.  We 
had  no  idea  that  they  had  been  living  under 
our  deck  until  our  dog  went  on  a  barking 
rampage  directed  at  a  large  unused  section 
of  clay  pipe  stored  there.  To  quiet  him  we 
investigated  and  found  nestled  inside  the 
cylinder  a  grayish  lurry  family  of  animals 
with  pointed  faces,  full  striped  tails,  and 
intelligent  eyes  that  appraised  us  warily. 

Young  raccoons  remain  in  the  nest  for 
several  months  after  birth,  nursed  and  guarded  by  their  mothers.  Several  of  the  rac- 
coons we  found  were  babies.  Having  been  discovered,  they  moved  that  very  night. 
(Females  and  young  live  in  family  groups,  while  adult  males  are  usually  solitary.) 

Time  passed,  and  then  one  rainy  spring  day  we  discovered  where  another  of 
their  nests  had  been.  A  downpour  had  developed  from  the  ceiling  of  the  laundry 
corner  of  our  kitchen.  When  the  rain  stopped,  we  climbed  onto  the  roof  to  look  for 
leaks.  There  we  found  a  cozy  abandoned  nest,  alongjvilh  a  few  walnut  shells  and  a 
worn-through  area  in  the  roofing — the  source  of  our  kitchen  waterfall.  The  nest  was 
situated  beneath  a  leafy  shelter  where  our  neighbor's  tree  hung  over. 

One  evening  a  few  months  later,  the  raccoons  tbrmally  introduced  themselves  by 
politely  appearing  at  our  son's  second-story  bedroom  window.  They  stared  so  endear- 
ingly, in  fact,  that  he  began  putting  food  for  them  in  a  feeder  outside  the  window.  This

gift  of  peanuts,  dog  biscuits,  grapes,  and  eggs — when  coupled  with  the  neighbor- 
hood's plentiful  supply  of  goldfish  (inoutdtxjr  ponds),  insecls.  fruits  and  nuts,  as  well 
as  pet  food  put  out  for  domcsiicaled  animals— gave  them  quite  a  well  balanced  diet. 
(Apparently,  they  also  enjoyed  escargot,  because  another  neighbor  found  neat  little 
piles  of  empty  snail  shells  on  the  walk  after  nocturnal  visits  from  our  "friends.") 

Every  night  they  came  to  the  window  feeder.  At  first  they  all  Iwked  alike,  but 
quickly  they  became  recognizable  as  individuals.  There  was  Grumpy,  who  ate  first 
and  growled  a  lot.  Next  came  Mother,  with  her  young  one  called  Squeaky  (because 
that's  what  she  did  until  she  matured).  And  sometimes  a  second  group  would  climb 
the  side  of  our  house  for  their  rooftop  dinner  and  then  pass  over  the  roof  peak  to 
continue  their  nightly  rounds. 

With  the  passing  years  and  the  quiescent  litestyle  of  the  raccoons,  we  have  often 
lapsed  into  complete  unawareness  of  their  presence — until  sometime  during  the  night 
when  we  hear  that  familiar  soft  shuffling  over  our  heads.  Then  we  are  reminded — and 
reassured — that  the  delightful  little  creatures  are  still  with  us.  □
